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EDMONTON (CP) — A proposed hydro de- 
velopment in northern British Columbia should be 
taken into account in planning a route for a railway 
to the Northwest Territories, the Manning Royal 
Commission was toid Thursday. 

John S. Shakespeare of Vancouver, counsel for 
Peace River Power ent Company Limited, 
said his client “doesn’t, want to pull for one route 
or the other.” 

However, he said the commission could draw 
its-own conclusions about potential advantages to 
having the rail route relatively close to the big 
hydro development. This would favor the north-

Four members acting as) 
spokesmen for. the team de- 
nied a report that Lohr had 
undergone a prolonged work- 
out under protest before his 
fatal collapse on the practice 
field. 

They volunteered the state- 
ment after Robert D. Welsh-! 
mer, 17-year-old high school 
player, said he saw Lohr kept | 
on the field Sept. 2 after the 
rest of the team was dismissed. 
Two other youths supported 
Welshmer’s account. . 

Lohr, 19-year-old centre, col- 
lapsed at the end of a drill 
and died Sunday. Doctors 
said he died from the effects 
of heat exhaustion. 

Welshmer said Lohr com- 
plained, “I can’t do it,” after 
falling to the ground thrée ér 
four times during one drill, yet 
was ordered by an assistant 
coach to continue, :

During the operation 
her heart was stopped for 56 minutes while her cir- 
culation was maintained artificially 

The comrmitinique also said that not only is 
Pamela's heart on the right side, instead of the left, 
but her liver and stomach aze in the wrong place,
